W WATER PRESSURE. 
“EXPLAINED. 


AS USUAL.” 


Dexpité tho handicap caused by the disastrous fire of New 
Your’s Day,» the Hongkong Hotel is observing “Business a8 usual” 


as its slogan. 
It ig now cloar that 


‘mains boing unwise. ‘ 
Thesxreat fire at the Hongkong 
.« Hotel . still remains, and will re- 
main, for sume days to come, the 
‘main topic of local interest, Now 
‘that the excitentent of the actual 
“happening has passed off, it is pos- 
aible to collect the juthentic facts 
of, the affair. ‘ ‘ 
tt must largely remain a matter’ 
of conjecture ag regards the origin, 
of fire, although it is clearly 9s- 
’ tablished that it started in the lift 
shaft, IL was some . little: time 
after eight o'clock that thé first 
signs of fire were noticed on the 
+ ground floor level, and the -ont- 
break was subdued, in the opinidn 
of the employees who attacked it. 
But, meanwhile it had ascended 
the shaft and had sturted 1 Serious 
‘fire on the top floor, “It was not 
until 9.08 a.m.—after the fire was 
well established on the top fleor- 
that the Fire: Brigade was called, 
’ two calls being received simul- 
tanéously, one by street alarm and 
one by telephone, (No. 6 fire ap- 
pliance was sent, followed by No. 
11, and’ a distriet call brought in 
the appliances from Wanchai and 
_ Kennedy Town: and the: flre floats. 
"There can be no possible , fault 
found with the work of the 
Brigade, becnuse there wag a seri- 
ous fire on, top floor of the’ hotel 
‘by the dime it was called to the 
scene. : . 


THE WATER PRESSURE. 
Regarding the absence of water 
pressure in the Hotel’s fire hyd- 
yants, a Telegraph representative 
“has been making’ enquiries» and 
Jearns that the mains in Pedder 
Sircet, by which the fire hydrants 
ire fed, are usually kept at about 
65-Ibs. to 70 Ibs, pressure, so-that 
aven’ if the pressyre had been at 
jts height there would, at all 
‘dimes, have been but small pres- 
sure én'the fifth floor of the hotel 
‘__where the water was most need- 
_ ed.‘ Aassunting that the height 
‘of the top floor is about 100 feet, 
there is x drop of 69 IDs. pressure 
by the time the water reaches that 
height, because there is a drop of 
1 Ib. pressure for ‘every two feet 
“up... Taking-off a further 10 ibs. 
pressure for pipe friction, etc., 
there would onl¥ be a pressure of 
about 16 Ibs. on the fifth floor 
‘even though ‘the pressure in the 
- street ‘mains was at the full. 
‘Whrén. people on the second, third, 
, and fourth floors were tapping 
. the 8 
was inevitable that at the fifth 
floor. there. would be no water. . 

It ‘has been technically explain- 
ed to'us that it is no use putting 
fire fighting equipment in a build-, 
ing and relying on street malnug

high building ought to have as- 
gociated with ‘ita fire pipes» and 
hose, a special-pump which will 
ensure &0 Ibs. pressure on the top 
floor, because the pressure in 
" gtreet mains generally is not auffi- 
cient to give it.

A 
‘urious fact. in connection “with 
hose in Hangkong is the rapidity 
with, which it rots and perishes 
after having: been used in the West 
Point district. The theory is that 
much native merchandise, contain- 
ing acids or alkaloids, is spilled 
annually out of trucks and bags 


a hose is Iqid on a wet road this 
acid or alkaloid attacks the hose 
and rots it. "There have been sev- 
eral’. eases where ‘brand’ -new 
hose, used by the Kennedy Town 
station has perished after only one 
use! : a : 
There has, up to the .present, 
been no officink report of the fire 
prepared qither by the Police or 
the Fire Brigadé, these being in 
hand at the present time. 
There wax, only one fatality—*he 
unfortunate death of A, B, Batche- 
lor—and no serious casualty. Mre 
Mandelli, of the Hotel staff, only 
yemained in the G. C. H. for a 
short while, others who reecived 
minor hurts deing attended to on 
the spot by ambulance men and 
doctors... . 
The Fire Brigade remained on 
duty until tiffin time’ yesterday and 
have been at work in the smoulder- 
ing ‘ruins severals times since. 
Sinall outbreaks will possibly 
recur.
